VOLUME FOLLOWS SALES LEADERSHIP 


—— all laundryowners are concerned with 
sales, and rightly so. In tect, sales musi always 
be the responsibility of management regardless of the 
sales Curve at any particular time 

Observation of the laundries that are doing the best 
job of selling their services reveals two things that 
seem to separate these plants trom the less successtul 
ones Of these two it is difficult to say which comes 
first or which is the most important They are (1) « 
consistent! sales plan, and (2) the personal enthusiasm 
of the owner in creating laundry sales 

In contrast to these, foo many laundryowners react 
to falling volume by starting some kind of sales activ 
ity without thinking the program through to its con 
clusion. They may inser! newspaper advertising, buy 
time on the local radio station, or hold a routeman’'s 
meeting. Little regard is given to the message to be 
told by these media, but resulfs are expected immed 
ately If the response to the sales eftorts is not up to 
expeciations—which were vague in the firs! place— 
the programs are canceled and something else is tried 
As @ result the med a are condemned 

To be successful any sales program must be care 
fully thought out and planned with consideration of 
the volume needs of the plant as well as the influence 
of the media on « particular potential market. [ft must 
be an integrated program, one that ties together al! the 


sales efforts so that each is supported by the other, 
thus creating the greatest impact for the effort and 
cost expended 

The other feature of successful selling is the en 
thusiasm and sincerity of the person directing the 
sales efforts. [n the average laundry this means the 
owner. He must have a zeal beyond just a desire to 
fill his laundry with volume. It is up to him to have 
the spark that will inspire sales efforts 

The routeman who is attempting to sell laundry 
service runs into all kinds of objections as to why 
the housewile cannot or will not buy. These include 
everything from the excuse that she hasn't time to 
talk to him to specific reasons why she wouldn't 
think of patronizing his laundry. He is human and 
after just so many of these he begins to doubt his own 
story, the customers have outsold him. But no matter 
what frame of mind the routeman gets into, the laun 
dryowner must be able to convincingly re-sell him, 
time and time again 

There may be times when the most optimistic person 
gets discouraged. In these instances, it is better to 
take the fishing rod out for an airing rather than to 
permit the sales force to get the idea that there might 
be a good reason for not patronizing the laundry. A 
defeatist attitude is contagious and can quickly ruin 
what was once a good sales gang. @

CLASSIFICATION 


HOW FAR SHOULD WE GO? 


Without good classification, whiteness retention on white work 
would be impossible, silks and woolens would be ruined regu- 
larly, no colored work would be recognizable after a few trips 
to the laundry. 

On the other hand, if classification were carried to a point where 
pillow slips were never washed with dish towels, and sheets 
were never washed with table linens, the work would probably 
bottleneck at the sorting table while the washwheels, presses 
and ironers stood idle. 


A COMPROMISE NECESSARY 


Somewhere between the extremes of washing everything to- 
gether and washing nearly everything separately is a sensible 
compromise between work flow and quality. 

From the standpoint of good will and prestige, classification 
represents a valuable opportunity to impress customers and 
potential customers with the ability of commercial laundries to 
accomplish much greater specialization than is possible at home 
or with any other method of washing clothes. It is, therefore, 
unfortunate that classification appears to have taken on the 
aspect of a necessary evil —- something to be minimized as much 
as possible and ignored whenever possible. 

It should be remembered that one important reason why shirts 
are the show piece of the laundry is that they receive individualized 
washing treatment rather than some common denominator of 
washing capable of doing an average job on the average piece 
in the average load. 

The problems of classification are discussed in detail in a recent 
issue of Cowles Laundry Tips. If you don't have this issue, we will

The next move was brought about by an increased 


demand for compressed air throughout the plant, re-

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DOLLAR VOLUME DROPS IN 1949 


National Laundry Sales Decline 3.16 Percent 


HE American Institute of Laundering issued its 
annual dollar sales volume report on March 24 
and the figures are not quite as pretty as they 

were last year. Dollar sales for the year 1949 fell just 
short of $829 million, a drop of 3.16 percent from the 
1948 figures. Sales for 1948 reached a record high of 
$855,686,000. The new report is the first since 1935 to 
show a nationwide sales decline 

The sales picture for laundry drycleaning depart- 
ments and linen supply plants is more encouraging 
Drycleaning dollar sales for 1949 are up 3.06 percent 
above 1948, and linen suppliers showed an increase of 
4.20 percent for the same period, The survey included 
reports from 1,346 laundries, 821 drycleaning plants 
and 160 linen supply plants

Of the 81 cities reporting, Fresno, California, came up

with the 12.83 while New 
Britain, Connecticut, seemed to be hit the hardest as it 
shows a drop of 17.68 percent. Drycleaning percentages 
are quoted for 47 cities, and 16 of these showed a de- 
crease. Norfolk, Virginia, with ite 41.44 imerease, led 
the list, and New Haven, Connecticut, showed the 
largest loss, 18.31 pereent 

A check of the laundry sales data by states disproves 
an old political maxim, “As Maine 
nation.” Maine was one of the eight states to show an 
increase, topping the list with 5.44 percent Arizona's 
laundry sales declined to the extent of 14.10 percent 

The drvcleaning sales record shows South Carolina 
with a high of 20.74 percent, and Oregon down at the 
bottom with a 9.59 percent decrease. Among the linen 
suppliers, of which there are reports for only 24 states, 
Michigan showed a whopping 30.03 pereent increase 
while the District of Columbia had the low figure of 
an 11.61 percent decrease
